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WASHINGTON, May 4, 
(Agencies): US Navy war- 
ships and jets have begun 
protecting neutral shipping in 
the Gulf but will not assist 
vessels attacked while sailing 
to or from ports in Iran or 
Iraq, the Defence Depart- 
ment has said.- 

In the Gulf the Chairman of 
the US Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
A dm. W illiam Crowe Jr., said 
yesterday that despite its recent 
Josses in fighting with the US 
Navy, Iran remains a dangerous 
foe whose threats of revenge can- 
not be dismissed. _ 

Pentagon spokesman Dan 
Howard yesterday told reporters 
in Washington that US forces 
were on alert to aid “non- 
belligerent vessels serving non- 
belligerent ports” if the ship was 
attacked by Iranian or Iraqi for- 
ces outside of war. exclusion 
zones in theGulf. 

Belligerents 

“The policy is in effect now,” 
he said of last week's derision to 
expand American protection in 
the Gulf from US flag ships, 
including 1 1 registered tankers, 
to neutral ships of other flags 
which seek help under certain 
circumstances. 

“Both Iran, and Iraq are 
beffigerrixtsinidm war and wr art 
not going to go to theaid of either 
Iran or Iraq,” Howard told 
reporters in clarifying the policy. 


He said that if Iraq attacked a 
ship headedfor Iran or Iran hitsa 
vessel headed for Iraq, the ship 
would not be protected no matter 
what flag it flew even if it was 
outside “war exclusion zones" 
declared by the two nations al the 
eastern and northern edges of the 
Gulf. . 

Defence Department officials 
stressed again that the United. 
Stales was not tilting to either 
Iran or Iraq in their right-year- 
old war. but was seeking to 
protect freedom of navigation 
for neutral shipping in. the water- 
way. 

Threats 

Crowe said Tehran’s threats of 
revenge are taken very seriously. 

“They have considerable 
capability and they have stand- 
off missile capability which we 
are always concerned about.” 
Crowe said during a surprise visit 
to the Gulf. 

“Theie are a number of threats 
that the Iranian Navy still 
represents," he said after presid- 
ing at an awards ceremony on the 
sun-baked after deck of the USS 
Coronado, the 15,000-ton com- 
mand ship. Crowe planned to 
visit at least three, other. US war- 
ships of th? 28 in the area, includ- 
ing the mine-damaged 3,700-ton 
guided missde frigate Samuel B. 
Roberts. • . . . 

“I believe the Iranians would 
dearly like to damage us, to hurt 
us, to humiliate us ifthey could,”

Tehran 
plans to 
establish 
empire:

CAIRO, May 4: Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein has said that 
Iran's long-term planning env- 
isages an expansion and establi- 
shment or an empire using 
religion as a pretext, while Iraq 
has been defending its legal 
rights, and the dignity of the 
Arab nation. 

In an interview with the Egyp- 
tian magazine Al Musawer. Sad- 
dam said that the Iranian people 
are now well aware that there is 
no valid reason for Tehran to 
continue the war. 

He was hopeful that the war 
would end soon. 

Role 

Asked if the agreement bet- 
ween the two superpowers on the 
Afghan issue could accelerate 
* them to end the Iran-1 raq war, 
Saddam said they could play a 
vital role in helping to arrive at an 
end lo the war. However, be 
pointed out that it was primarily 
the responsibility of Iran and 
Iraq to stop the bloodshed and if 
this was achieved, no outside 
influence could contribute 
towards its continuation. 

On the balance of naval power 
in the Gulf between United 
States and Soviet Union, Sad- 
dam said that the American 
presence was strongerin theGulf 
— even before the war. Their 
heightened presence is a direct 
result of the “unrealistic and 
hard-headed policies of the 
present ruling Iranian regime." 

He added that Kuwait’s initial 
request to the Americans for 
reflagging of their oil-tankers 
was turned down.

Kuwait’s BP stake 


LONDON. May 4, (Renter): A 
22-per-cent stake in British. 
Petroleum Pic held by the 
Kuwait Investment Office will be 
referred to Britain's Monopolies 
and Mergers Commission, 
Secretary of State for Trade and 
Industry, Lord Young said 
todiy. 

“The implications of BP com- 
ing under the influence or control 
ofa government with substantial 
oil interests and which is a mem- 
ber of Opec raises questions of 
public interest.” Lord Young 
said in a statement. 

The statement said the govern- 
ment would investigate the 
acquisition to determine whether 
it is against the public interest. 

The KJO, the British-based 
investment arm of the Kuwaiti 
government which places the 
Gulf state’s petrodollars world- 
wide, built up itsstake in BP afier 
the British government sold off 
its remaining 31 .5- percent hold- 
ing in the company late last 
October two weeks after the 
crash of '87.. 

In March the KiO. said it 
would not raise its holding in BP, 
the world’s third largest oil com- 
pany, above 22Jv per cent and 
would not seek a place on the BP 
board. 


1 1 added at that time, that it did 
not see its investments asamea ns 
of influencing corporate 
decisions and that it looked on its 
BP stake as a long-term holding, 
in a company for whose man- 
agement and policy it had high 
regard. 

BP has said the presence of 
such a large Kuwaiti stake was

Iranian personnel leave 


Saudis deny diplomats attacked 


BAHRAIN, May 4, (Agencies): 
Saudi Arabia said today that 
Iranian diplomats had left the 
kingdom quietly and denied 
Tehran’s charges that they had 
been attacked and abducted... 

“All Iranian consular and 
embassy staff in Jeddah and 
Riyadh left with their belongings 
in a quiet, secure atmosphere 
without anyone being harmed,” 
the Saudi Press Agency (SPA) 
quoted an official as saying. 

“The measures taken were 
routine and in accord with 
diplomatic norms followed in 
such cases,” the official said. 

“What radio Tehran said and 
was carried by news agencies (on 
Tuesday) is untrue and has no 
base he added. 

Iran sent an aircraft to pick up 
diplomats who were given until 
yesterday lo leave after Riyadh 


severed ties with Tehran on April 
27. 

Expelled Iranian diplomats 
arrived in Tehran today. 

Tehran Radfo said Saudi 
security forces “savagely 
attacked" the Iranian consulate 
general in Jeddah and took 
diplomats “in an inhuman way 
to an unknown location.” 

“The Saudi security forces 
could have taken a measure 
similar to the one by the Iranian 
regime on Aug 1, 1987 when 
Islamic Revolutionary Guards 
attacked the embassy in Tehran, 
burned it and its contents, killed 
an employee and detained the 
rest for several days,” SPA 
quoted the official as saying. 

The ransacking of the Saudi 
embassy followed clashes bet- 
ween Saudi security forces and 
Iranian pilgrims in the holy city 


of Makkah in July in which over 
400 people were killed, most of 
them Iranians. 

Diplomatic sources in Riyadh 
said that the embassy and con- 
sulate were vacant by dusk yes- 
terday, with only a couple of 
Saudi policemen patrolling out- 
side each building. They said 
they believed the Iranian person- 
nel had left peacefully and that 
there had been no violence. 

Riyadh in breaking 
diplomatic relations accused 
Iran of smugglingexplosives into 
Saudi Arabia, of attacking its 
ships, and of refusing to accept 
quota limits agreed by all 
Muslim states for this year’s pil- 
grimage. 

Iran’s embassy in Riyadh 
appeared deserted today, the 
green, white and red flag no lon- 
ger fluttered at its mast. 


Israel storms 
Hezbollah bases 
killing seven 


RASHAYA, Lebanon, May 4. 
(Agencies): Israeli forces shelled 
a Syrian-held town and stormed 
pro-Iranian guerrilla buses, kill-, 
ing seven fighters, as they thrust 
deeper into southeast Lebanon 
today on a search-and-destory 
mission, police reported. 

There was no immediate word 
on Syrian casualties in the town 
of Mashehara in the western 
Bekaa Valley. 

The action was the first con- 
tact between the Syrians, who 
have some 16,000 troops in the 
Bekaa, and the Israelis since they 
pushed out of their self-desig- 
nated border “security zone” 
Monday night to knock out com- 
mando bases in the rugged 
terrain. 

Police said the Israelis shelled 
the town, four miles (six 
kilometres) west of the Israelis 
forward positions, with howit- 
zers. 

Mashghara is the Syrians' 
southern outpost in the western 
Bekaa. It was not known if the 
Syrians responded to the shell- 
fire. 

Police said the Israeli shelling 
occurred as an Israeli armoured 
column stormed bases manned 
by radical Shiite Muslim 
guerrillas of Hezbollah in h ills 
overlooking the nearby villages 
of Maydoun and Ein El Tineh. 
Killings 

A police spokesman, who can- 
not be named under standing 
regulations, said seven Shiite 
militiamen were killed and at 
least four others wounded when 
the Israelis shelled Maydoun and 
Ein El Tineh today. 

The two villages are nine miles 
(15 kms) west of five villages the 
Israelis sealed off on Tuesday 
and searched for Palestinian 
commandos and allied leftist 
Lebanese militiamen. 

The spokesman said the 
fatalities were five members of 
Hezbollah and two fighters from 
Justice Minister Nabih Beni’s 
mainstream AroaJ militia. 

The two Amal fighters were 
killed when an Israeli shell scored 
a direct hit on a -multi-barrelled 
rocket launcher in Ein El Tineh. 
the spokesman said. Two other 
Amal militiamen were wounded. 

Security sources in south 
Lebanon reported that Israel 
sent two more mechanised bat- 


talions into the area during the 
night, doubling the size of their 
invading force to about 2.500 
troops. 

The Maydoun clash with the 
Shiite militiamen was the first 
reported since the Israeli opera- 
tion began. 

Condemnation 

The White House has 
deplored the increasing violence 
in Lebanon and called for a with- 
drawal of all foreign troops, 
including Israel's from Lebanese 
terrilory. 

But spokesman Marlin Fiiz- 
water carefully slopped short of 
direct criticism of Israel for its 
incursion on Monday into south- 
ern Lebanon in search of Pales- 
tinan commandos. 

The UN Secretary -General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar also 
deplored Israel's la Lest thrust 
into Lebanon as a further viola- 
tion of that country's sovereig- 
nly. 

A statement issued through a 
spokeswoman said Perez de 
Cuellar had recei ved a letter from 
Lebanon's UN representative 
about the current incursion by 
Israeli forces into southern 
Lebanon. 

“He deplores this further 
violation of Lebanese sovereig- 
nty. The Secretary-General has 
frequently voiced his opposition 
to acts that increase tension and 
violence in the area,” the 
statement said. 

Meeting 

PLO chief Yasser Arafat 
chaired executive committee 
talks on Israel’s military thrust 
into Lebanon, a spokesman said 
today. 

Jordan's Information Mini- 
ster Hani Al Khasawneh said 
today Israel's incursion into 
south Lebanon was a reflection 
of the Jewish state’s intran- 
sigence. 

Meanwhile the Palestinians 
staged a general strike through- 
out the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip today. 

The strike, the latest of dozens 
of such protests in five months of 
Palestinian uprising, virtually 
shut down the territories and 
East Jerusalem. It came a day 
after Israeli soldiers killed three 
Palestinian protesters.

Don’t raise fares, 
warns Civil Aviation 


KUWAIT’S Civil Aviation 
Department' has issued an 
official warning against increas- 
ing airline fares. “Violators 
would be held to account.” an 
official source at the department 
said. ’ . 

The source said that higher air 
' fares could not be applied before 
endorsement and registration by 
the department. 

Aviation sources said a row 
has erupted between the airlines 
and the department over an 
agreement between Kuwait Air- 
ways and 1 1 other airlines to hike 
fares by upto 50 per cent on the 
Kuwail-Europe sector from 
' May 15. 

The air fares were raised on the 
Kuwait-lndia sector from May. 
1, in accordance with an 
agreement between Kuwait Air- 
ways, Air-India and British Air- 
ways. 

To raise fares on the Kuwait- 
Europe sector KAC has also sig- 
ned an agreement with Air 
France, British Airways, 
Yugoslav Airlines, Olympic Air- 
ways. KLM, Lufthansa* Aus- 
trian Airlines, Egypt Air, Alia, 
Swiss Air and T urkish Airlines. 

The Civil Aviation Depart- 
ment has said the Il-airline 
agreement to hike fares has not 
been approved. 


According to the 11 -airline 
agreement, dubbed by KAC as a 
“clean-up operation.” excursion 
fares on the Kuwait-Europe sec- 
tor will be up by between 30 and 
50 per cen t, valid for 90 days. 

An aviation source, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, 
said: "The issues of air fares and 
the agreement between the KAC 
and other airlines have become 
very sensitive.” This explains the 
silence on the part of airlines 
spokesmen, who refuse to talk 
about airfares. 

Earlier this week. Dawood 
Bouresli, air transport director 
of Civil Aviation Department, 
said the three-airline agreement 
was illegal. Bouresli said^ the 
department had “no.tified" all 
airlines to revert to pre- 
agreement fares. 

Reliable sources said that the 
Civil Aviation will make an 
official statement, declaring the 
“eleven-airline agreement 
illegal, until it is submitted and 
reviewed and ratified by the Civil 
Aviation.” 

It would be interesting to see 
whether the Civil Aviation, 
which believes in “reasonable 
fares, beneficial to both passen- 
gers and airline,” will ratify the 
agreements, if submitted by the 
airlines. 


Afghan issue 

India won’t undermine 
Pakistan’s position 


ISLAMABAD, May 4. (Reu- 
ter): India has assured Pakistan 
that it would not undermine 
Islamabad’s position on Afghan- 
istan, an Indian emissary said. 

Indian Foreign Secretary 
K.P.S. Menon said'he had come 
to "dispel any notions that we 
were trying to undercut or under- 
mine the Pakistani position in 
any way in whatever objectives 
Pakistan has in Afghanistan." 

But he told reporters that a fter 
talks with Pakistani authorities 
the two sides had not broached 
the idea of working together for 
peace in Afghanistan. 

Menon was visiting as a special 
envoy of Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi. 

Visit 

Menon, the senior official in 
the Indian External Affairs Min- 
istry, met Pakistani President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq, Mini- 
ster of Stale for Foreign Affairs 
Zain Noorani. aqd Foreign 
Secretary Abdul Sattar. 

Afghan President, ^ajibullah 
arrived in New Delhi today for a 
three-day state visit, his first 
foreign trip since the signing of 
the April 14 agreement for the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops 


from Afghanistan. 

Najib was greeted by President 
R. Venkata raman and Rajiv at 
the Presidential Palace. 

Najibullah is to have a series of 
talks with Rajiv and several 
cabinet officials, including ihe 
Minister of Finance. Indian 
newspapers said today that New 
Delhi may offer financial assis- 
tance to Afghanistan for recon- 
struction after a decade of fight- 
ing. 

Killings 

Meanwhile, Soviet and 
Afghan troops have killed hun- 
dreds of civilians in reprisal raids 
and tortured rebel prisoners des- 
pite Kabul's declared policy of 
national reconciliation. 
Amnesty International said 
today. 

An Amnesty report on Afgh- 
anistan, published prior to Mos- 
cow’s military withdrawal, des- 
cribed a bombing raid on chil- 
dren. summary executions of 
refugees and brutal interroga- 
tions by the Khad Afghan secret 
police. 

The London-based human 
rights organisation said it had 
written to the Soviet and Afghan 
governments outlining abuses

Poland warned of revolution 


PARIS, May 4, (AP): Omran 
Adham. a Syrian businessman 
who has undertaken several 
mediation missions Tor the 
release of French hostages in 
Lebanon, was expelled from 
France last night, Arab 
diplomatic and French govern- 
ment sources said. 

They said the Interior Minis- 
try used a special administrative 
procedure, “Absolute urgency.” 
to expel Adham. who is said to be 
close to Syrian President Hafez 
AI Assad. 

The procedure means judicial 
approval is not necessary. It is 
also used to expel Basque 
separatists to Spain. 

The expulsion order was sig- 
ned by Interior Minister Charles 
Pasq lia and Adham left last night 
by plane for another European 
capital, the sources said. 

The ministry declined to com- 
ment. The Syrian Embassy also 
had no comment. 

Adham has a Syrian diplomatic 
passport but is not on the official 
diplomatic list issued by the 
Foreign Ministry. He has resided 
in Paris for 1 1 years and his wife 
and four children are French. 

Statements 

The sources said Pasqua. who 
is close to Premier Jacque Chirac, 
was annoyed by Adham's persis- 
tent statements to the media 
about an imminent release of the 
three hostages just before the 
first round of the presidential 
elections on April 24. 

A close aide to Pasqua. Jean * 
Charles Marchiani, made several 
trips to the Middle East in the 
weeks before voting to try to 
obtain the release of the hostages 
held by Islamic Jihad. 

The French hostages are two 
diplomats. Fontaine, 45, and 
Marcel Carton, 62, and journal- 
ist Jcan-Paul fCauffmann, 44. 

They are among 18 foreigners 
missing in Lebanon. Terry 
Anderson, 40, chief Middle East 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press, has been held the longest 
of current hostages. 

French press reports said 
release of the hostages before the 
voting was imminent. 


GDANSK, May 4, (AP): 
Solidarity founder Lech Walesa, 
emerging as the dominant figure 
in a strike by 7,-QQO Lenin 
Shipyard workers, warned of “a 
bloody revolution” if reform is 
not achieved. 

Walesa, 44, vowed he would 
not lead the strike. but addressed 
workers several times Tuesday. 
When police cordoned the plant, 
he remained inside until late 
evening, said his friend and adv- 
iser. the Rev. Henryk Jankowski. 

“I am not your leader. I’m 
tired,” said the man who vaulted 
a fence in 1980 and led a labour 
revolt that brought down a 
government. “You need a new 
Walesa, many more • new 
Walesas.” 

The 1983 Nobel peace prize- 
winner still works at the shipyard 
as an electrician but is on sick 
leave this week, complaining of 
back pains and low blood sugar. 

“You declared this strike," he 
said. ‘Tm with you and I'll 


always be with you. I can advise 
you. I have some experience.” 

"If we don't achieve a real 
reform this time, then we will 
have a bloody revolution.” 
Police 

Police pulled back from the 
Lenin Shipyard in Gdansk today 
as a Solidarity- led sit-in strike for 
higher pay and reinstatement of 
the outlawed free trade union 
entered its third day. 

Heavy contingents of pojice 
who swamped surrounding 
streets of the northern Polish 
port on Tuesday, sealing off the 
strikebound shipyard, disap- 
peared before dawn today. 

They withdrew after the polit- 
buro of the ruling Communist 
Party in Warsaw said it under- 
stood the concerns of citizens 
and favoured resolving labour 
problems in co-ordination with 
the workers. 

In Warsaw, protesters mar- 
ched in the streets in support of 
the strikers, an opposition spok- 


esman said. Police dispersed 
them. 

On thefirstday oftheshipyard 
strike Monday, workers asked 
that a local Solidarity charter be 
approved, but on Tuesday 
demanded reinstatement of the 
union nationwide. 

Solidarity, the first indepen- 
dent union in the Soviet bloc, was 
crushed and outlawed after mar- 
tial law was declared Dec 13, 
1981. 

The government Tuesday 
ruled out any reconsideration of 
its ban on Solidarity. 


“This is not a question that can 
i an object of negotiations," 


be an object of negotiations,” 
said government spokesman 
Jerzv Urban at a Warsaw news 
conference. “It is not negotia- 
ble” 

‘v Urban said the government 
would not get involved in talks 
with strikes, leaving that to man- 
agement and factory workers' 
councils. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet. Com- 


munist Parly daily Pravda today 
accused Western. “anti-Polish 
centres,” including radio net- 
works, of encouraging renewed 
unrest in Poland, and criticised 
Lech Walesa and other 
Solidarity leaders. 

The- newspapers denied that 
Poland's May Day festivities had 
been marred by demonstrations. 
Eyewitnesses and opposition 
sources reported violence in at 
least eight Polish, cities on May 
Day. 

The May Day clashes followed 
Poland's worst week of labour 
unrest since Polish communist 
leader- General Wojciech 
Jaruzelski imposed martial law 
in December 1981 to crush the 
Solidarity free trade union.

Jammu calls off search for survivors 


11 more children rescued 


JAMMU, India May 4, (UPI): 
Workers rescued 11 children, 
trapped for more than 24 hours 
under the rubble of a collapsed 
hospital in northern India last 
nigni, before calling off the 
search for survivors of the 
tragedy that left at least 32 dead. 

“There are no more signs of 
life," said Kashmir stale Health 
Minister R.S. Chiv in announc- 
ing an end to the rescue opera- 
tion. 

More than 200 military and 
paramilitary personnel worked 
into the night with picks, shovels 
and their bare hands after the 
Monday morning collapse of the 
lop two floors of the government 
children's hospital in Jammu, the 
winter capital of Kashmir. 

The rescue workers pulled out 
11 children trapped for more 
than 24 hours in a tangle of steel 
beams, rods and slabs of con- 
crete, that was once the three- 
stoxy medical facility, 550 km 
north of New Delhi. 


“They looked very scared," 
said a witness, who saw the chil- 
dren emerge one by one from the 
mountain of debris. 

Officials said all 11 children 
were injured, three of them 
critically, bringing the total 
injury toll to 30. The Maharajah 
Hari Singh Hospital said 19 peo- 
ple admitted to the facility were 
out of danger. 

Rescue supervisor. Brig. H.S. 
G human, said searchers had 
retrieved 17 bodies. He said 
workers located but were not 
able to recover 15 other corpses, 
bringing the confirmed death toll 

Gen. R.S. Taraji, who headed 
the operation, said workers will 
continue to search for bodies for 
at least three. more days. 

There were still conflicting 
reports on the exact number of 
children, visiting parents and 
hospital staff in the facility at the 
time of the cave-in. 

G human said 62 people were 


in the facility Monday when the 
unoccupied top story collapsed, 
causing the middle floor to also 
crumble. The ground floor 
remained s tanding , crowned by 
tonsofddjris.' 

He said about 35 children and 
their parents had already been 
evacuated from the top floor 
Sunday when medical staff on 
the middle floor saw large cracks 
appear in the walls after a fierce 
rainstorm. 

But hospital superintendent 
D.R. Mahas said some of the 
beds were occupied by two chil- 
dren. Mahas also said most chil- 
dren had at least one parent with 
them and there were about 10 
doctors and nurses on duty. 

Immediately after the disaster, 
authorities suspended three of 
the building's engineers and filed 
a criminal case on the subcon- 
tractor from the department of 
public works who in 1985 added 
a third floor to the 30-year-old 
building.

Dhaka troops

RANGAMATI, Bangladesh; 
May 4. (Reuter): Bangladeshi 
troops trying to quell a long 
insurgency in the -south have 
repulsed- two attacks by separat- 
ist' tribal- rebels, 'goYernmktit 
officials said today.

Jordan withdraws credentials 
of two more local journalists

The union has a special pur- 
chasing staff which compares 
prices of items quoted for the 
cooperatives and prices of sub- 
stitute items on tbe local market. 


He explained that i tems sold at 
the cooperative societies which 
carry the societies* commercial 
brand are sold at the same price 
in all cooperatives. The union’s 
pricing committee has also fixed 
standard prices on 4,500 
additional items sold. 

He added that the difference in 
the price of some items sold in 
various co-ops was due to the 
ability of some to buy in large 
quantities at wholesale prices.

Fast-food restaurants spreading fast 

Eating habits changing

Concentrate 

A manager at one of the big 
restaurants in Salmiya was 
quoted as saying that most res- 
taurants in Kuwait concentrate 
on selling confectionaries, soft- 
drinks and ice-creams. His own 
customers he stated were mostly 
children. 

The newspaper went on to add 
that the general opinion is that 
most restaurants and hotels in 
particular cater to and depend on 
high income from affluent cus- 
tomers and that there is a 60 per 
cent drop in sales of foods and 
sandwiches during the holy 
month of Ramadan.

Committees to 
study duplication

Time is ripe for a solution to 
Iran-lraq war: Sheikh Saud 


US envoy 


STATE Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Saoud Mohammed A1 
Osaimi, yesterday received US 
ambassador, Wilson Nathanial 
Howell and discussed with him 
the Gulf war and links between 
Kuwait and Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 4, 
(Kuna): Kuwait's Ambassador 
to the US, Sheikh Saud Nasser A1 
Sabah said here yesterday that 
the time is now ripe for a solution 
to the eight-year-old Iran-lraq 
war and urged the two superp- 
owers to pursue their efforts to 
bring it to an end. 

Sheikh Saud insisted that Iran 
must declare its readiness to 
negotiate a final settlement with 
I raq in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of UN Security Council 
resolution 598 of July 20, 1987. 

“If Iran does not accept a 
political settlement and 
ceasefire, we will continue to 
urge the Security Council mem- 
bers to adopt a second resolution 
calling for an arms embargo 
against any party that refuses to 
abide by resolution 598,” he 
emphasized. 

Sheikh Saud added, “until the 
Iranians accept a ceasefire, we 
can only assume that the war will 
go on.. .we hope, but we do not 
expect it to end in the near 
future.” 

The Kuwaiti diplomat made 
these and other comments on the 
situation in the Gulf and 
Kuwait’s foreign policy at a 
major appearance before the 
John Hopkins Foreign Policy 
I ns ti tute o fWashi ngton . The ins- 


titute was holding a one-day 
seminar on the “US and Gulf 
Security." Sheikh Saud made his 
appearance before foreign policy 


experts following a morning 
address by former Secretary of 
Defence, Caspar Winberger, 
who was the architect of 
America’s current policy 
towards the Gulf.

In his two-hour appearance at 
the seminar. Sheikh Saud also 
outlined Kuwait’s support for 
the Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied territories. 

“we are gratified by the Pales- 
tinian uprising,” he told his 
expert American audience, 
adding lhaL Kuwait will continue 
to support it until achievement of 
national rights. 

The ambassador said a solu- 
tion to the Iran-lraq war is direc- 
tly related to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict- Israel, he said, is the 
common deno mina tor because 
of its supply of arms to Iran, “the 
continuation of the war, 
obviously, is in Israel's interest,” 
be said. 

In reply to questions. Sheikh 
Saud emphasized repeatedly that 
Iraq has declared its conditional 
readiness to implement resolu- 
tion 598. which remains the only

Experts losing battle 
against Gulf war pollution 


BAHRAIN. May 4, (Reuter): 
The battle to beat pollution of 
the Gulf caused by the actions of 
the combatants in the Iran-lraq 
war is being losL, experts say. 

Balls of tar roll up on the bea- 
ches and “we can't ao anything,” 
one ex pert said. 

He said “we can’t do anything 


without the monitoring coordin- 
ation of every state and this is not 


possible in the North and East 
because of the war." 


Nobody has been able to pin- 
point where the tar balls come 
from, but in recent weeks they 
h8ve plastered the coasts of 
Saudi Arabia, Bahrain and 
Qatar. 

Experts see little point in 
cleaning up the mess until they 
stop coming ashore. 

“The fact that the oil is not 
fresh and there have been no 
major spills on this (western) side 
of the Gulf, indicates it was 
probably' carried hundreds of 
miles from Iran,” one Arab oil 
expert said. 

Experts think the oil probably 
comes from war-damaged Iran- 
ian tankers or facilities — such as 
the leaking Rosiam oil platform 
which the US Navy attacked last 
October. 

Iraq also blasted Iran’s main 
Kharg island terminal in the cen- 
tral Gulf in March, where one 
tanker was loaded with 200,000 
tonnes of oil. 

Gulf shipping sources said 


pipes and storage tanks may also 
have been damaged. 

Experts say oil pollution in the 
Gulf is 47 limes greater than 
average. 

Marine life is in grave danger 
because Lhe 1 .000 kins (600 miles) 
of waterway is shallow and vir- 
tually landlocked — from the 
disputed Iran-lraq border in the 
north to the southern tip of the 
Arabian Peninsula. 

Information 

Lack of information from Iran 
is just one problem. “There is not 
enough cooperation even bet- 
ween friendly stales on the wes- 
tern side of the Gulf," an expert, 
said.

Khalid Fakhro, vice-chair- 
man of Bahrain's environmental 
protection directorate and a for- 
mer head of Memac. said “we are 
very keen to join regional organ- 
isations but we are not ready to 
develop the support institutions 
to cope with implementing 
required obligations.” 

’'This makes us weak. We tend 
to act only in a real crisis.” 

More successful has been an 
organisation of oil companies in 
the seven Gulf Arab states, set up 
to fight major oil spills. 

Experts say the Gulf area oil 
companies mutual aid organisa- 
tion (Gaocmao), hassbown itself 
able to cope with emergencies. 

Pool 

It comprises fourteen oil com- 
panies who keep a 24-hour pollu- 
tion-watch. The companies pool 
manpower and eq uipmeni when- 
ever required. 

“We have authorisation on 
behalf of the companies concer- 
ned to act quickly and without 
any paperwork/’ said Derek 
Brown. Gaocmao's Bahrain- 
based vice-chairman. “We can 
move men and material back and 
forth easily.”

~ He Reminded his American 
audience, however, of the dif- 
. ficulties involved for any Arab 
country to get arms passed 
through the US Congress. This 
has dissuaded many Gulf coun- 
tries from seeking arms from the 
US, Sheikh Saud said. 

Asked by one questioner how 
long he envisages US and other 
Western naval forces might stay 
in the Gulf, the Ambassador 
commented, “it all depends on 
Iran’s future attitude and inten- 
tions... 

“We had always lived 
pecefully with Iran~:bui if Iran 
wants to extend its hegemony 
over the region, we, as Gulf 
states, have to think about it and 
deal with it 

“Obviously, the US will do 
what is in its own interest. We are 
engaged in a limited activity with 
the US it could deter Iran, but no 
one can be sure about Iran’s 
future actions...,” Sheikh Saud 
concluded.

Anti-apartheid papers 
struggle in S. Africa

JOHANNESBURG, (Reuter): 
Gabu Tugwana, acting editor of 
the New Nation, surveys a 
newsroom where journalists 
labour to produce a paper that 
only they will read. 

This scene has been played out 
daily since March 22, when the 
South African government gag- 
ged the anti-apartheid paper 
with a renewable three-month 
ban. 

“We still produce a mock 


paper for our staff -and stockpile 
stories for June 10 when we fin- 


stories for June 10 when we fin- 
ally hit the streets,” Tugwana 
added. 

Tugwana remains defiant 
although the paper’s editor 
Zwetakhe Sisulu is in jail —

“If we are closed down, we 
won’t go unnoticed," he said. 

In Cape Town, Rashid Seria, 
editor of South, said he expected 
his newspaper would be dosed 
down this month. 

“The minister has given us till 
the May 4 to argue, but we 
believe he plans to close us down, 
most definitely,” Seria said. 

He said South, with weekly 
sales of 12,000, would have trou- 
ble surviving a three-month 
closure “but it is true that we are 
getting a lot of support and pled- 
ges oF assistant* " 


Asked if he could ever support 
such a campaign, Reagan firmly 
replied: ‘‘No."

Tamil rebels take 


to the jungle

VAVUNIYA, Sri- Lanka, 
(Reuter): Sri Lanka's Tamil 
Tiger rebels once entertained 
visitors with sumptuous meals at 
a Chinese restaurant in the nor- 
thern city of Jaffna after showing 
them round bomb-making fac- 
tories, training camps and for- 
tified bunkers. 

But last October Indian troops 
drove the separatist guerrillas 
out of the Jaffna peninsula. Now 
the hospitality offered by the 
Liberatio n Ti gers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE) is simpler — 
home-cooked vegetables, meat 
curry and rice, eaten with the 
fingers in a jungle hut. 

After the Indian offensive the 
Tigers moved south of the penin- 
sula to.regroup in the Vanni. a 
large area of jungle and 
ricefields.

‘Brezhnev doctrine is dead’ 


Soviets pledge not to interfere in others affairs

VIENNA: "The Brezhnev doc- 
trine is dead! Long live the ...” so 
proclaimed* the Yugoslavs dur- 
ing Mikhail Gorbachev's visit in 
March. 

But is Moscow's old mandate 
for ma nagement of the comm un- 
ist world really dead — and 
buried? The Soviet leader seemed 
to be saying something like that 
— or rather, the Yugoslavs said 
that was what he was saying. 

Reading between the lines, the 
best answer probably is that this 
theory, employed by the late 
Soviet lead er Leonid Brezhnev to 
warrant elimination of the Cze- 
choslovak reform movement in 
1968, has been set aside by Gor- 
bachev, at least for the foreseea- 
ble future. 

Not necessarily for all time, 
though; Questions inevitably 
present themselves. 

In effect, the Soviets and 
Yugoslavs issued a declaration 
that looked like a Soviet pledge 
not to claim the Soviet Union as a 
“model” for other communist

FAMILY DOCTOR SON’S SEIZURES COULD BE 

By DR ALLAN BRUCKHE1M SIGN OF EPILEPSY 


QUESTION: My son 14 years old) has 
seizures in which he seems to go into a deep 
daydreaming state for very short time. 
Sometimes he begins blinking uncontrolla- 
bly or waving his arms, although beseems to 
have no control. I've taken turn to testing 
(EEG) but nothing has been found. Is it 
possible be has epilepsy? I know these dazed 
periods are a sign of epilepsy, because my 
grandfather had it. , . 

ANSWER: H is indeed possible that your 
son has epilepsy — a condition that is 
produced by uncontrolled electrical dis- 
charges in the brain. Sometimes the EEG 
(electroencephalograph) fails to diagnose 
this disturbance. The EEG is a machine that 
measures brain waves picked up by wires 
placed pn the head. Sometimes, the elec- 
trical change in the brain, which triggers the 
epileptic seizure, takes place in such a deep 
pan of the brain that the tiny wires'of the 
EEG on the scalp fail to record the change. 
The type or seizures you've described are 
known as absence or petit mal seizures. 

If your son continues to appear to 
experience them, he probably should have a 
24-hbur-long EEG. which can be done in a 


hospital. This full day of monitoring 
frequently helps pick up signs of epilepsy 
thaL ot herw ise might go unnoticed. 

QUESTION: Have you ever heard of a 
sex disease caLled Fitz-Hugh? 

: ANSWER: You mean Filz-Hugh-Curtis 
Syndrome. It is thought to be a complication 
of two sexually transmitted infections, 
chlamydia and gonorrhea. The syndrome 
affects young women and adolescent girls 
and has been reported in men. 

The most common symptom of Fitz- 
Hugh-Clirtis Syndrome is abdominal pain, 
especially in the righi upper guadrant of the 
abdomen, which makes it hard lo diagnose 
because other abdominal conditions such as 
appendicitis, peritonitis, hepatitis and 
pelvic inflammatory disease cause similar 
pain. The best way to diagnose it is through 
laparoscopy, where a small viewing ins- 
trument is insened into the abdomen 
through a small incision. The diagnosis is 
Filz-Hugh-Curtis Syndrome if laparoscopy 
shows adhesion si scar like connective tissue) 
between tbeabdominal organs including the 
intestines, liver and reproductive organs 
and if gonorrhea or chaiamydia organisms 
arepresent- 


QUESTION: Can medicines change the 
way older people think? 

ANSWER: Yes. unfortunately. Some 
drugs or drug combinations can cause what 
appears to be senility, depressiqn. anxiety or 
delirium in the elderly. Actually, many 
medications can have an effect on anyone's 
ability to think, but these effects are seen 
more frequently in the elderlyjwcause older 
people are more susceptible to the action of 
.'drugs and they get more prescriptions than 
younger -individuals. In addition, because 
many elderly take several medications for 
different problems, there' may be adverse 
interactions between drugs that affect think- 
ing. ' 

Before an elderly patient is diagnosed as 
haring any menial impairment, a complete 
evaluation of his or her medications — 
including what non-prescription drugs they 
use — should be done by a physician. Only 
medications that are absolutely necessary- 
should be prescribed. In some patients, the 
signs of mental illness or impaired thinking 
will go away if drug dscages are reduced or 
other drugs substituted.

ATHENS — The mere men- 
tion of Greek islands conjures 
up a picture of sun-splashed 
land jutting abruptly out of 
lapis-blue water. This image 
makes you want to drop every- 
thing and go — to see for your- 
self. 

. If you do plan a Greek 
islands trip, you may find your- 
self on one of severe! Greek- 
owned Epirotiki ships, a line 
that began back in 1954.

Then came the 
entrees of native fish, lamb, 
beef, and pork, with a good 
variety of vegetables. 

Happily, the dinner dessert 
choices were simple, usually 
with only one hugely rich des- 
sert, a selection once cream, or 
fresh fruit and cheese. Conver- 
sely, a wide variety of temptin- 
gly rich desserts appeared on 
the lavish buffet table served on 
the upper deck at noontime. 

The excursions in each port 
were prearranged- so that 
immediately after docking you 
cpul4 board. a motorcoaeh fpr 
the destination*. Some* passen- 
ger on our cruise were disap- 
pointed, saying "the shore time 
was too short" For example, 
the time allowed on Rhodes 
was sufficient except that a 
delay in leaving Athens meant a 
late arrival. And the excursion 
to Lindos on the other end of 
the island had to be rushed to 
get passengers back on lime for 
the ship to sail. Later, at dinner, 
captain Dionisios Papanik- 
olatos explained that ships 
leave on time, because "we are 
charged for-port time and fined 
heavily folate departures.” In

some cases, as in Rhodes, tak- 
ing an optional excursion away 
from the port eliminated any 
time for shopping. Mediterran- 
ean ports have lots of trinkets to 
sell, so, if shopping is a priority, 
don't sign up for the excursion. 

Oceanos provides two excep- 
■ tionally well-trained Greek 
guides who give brief talks 
previewing the ports- of-ca 11. 
“Vanna Theodoridou and I 
were trained at the National 
Tourist Organisation School 
for tour guides at the Univer- 
sity in Athens." said Anna 
MelJberg, who has sailed on 
cruise ships as a guide for five 
years. She continued, “I give 
the talks in Spanish and 
French, and Vanna gives the 
English, German, and Dutch. 
Between us we cover seven lan- 
guages." 

This is one of the pluses of 
Epirotiki cruises, since passen- 
gers come from all over the 
world. Our cruise had more 
people who spoke Dutch, Ger- 
man, Spanish, Portuguese and 
Greek, than ones wno spoke 
English. 

We particularly enjoyed 
meeting and making an eifort

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or on the sundeck. For excur- 
sions, passengers are assigned 
to motorcoaches by their lan- 
guage group. 

Until four years ago there 
was little entertainment aboard 
Epirotiki's ships. But now it has 
become part of each cruise. 
Sharron Em mi ns, the cruise 
director and a most attractive 
tall blonde who comes from 
Essex, England, introduced 
each show. “There are 1 5 enter- 
tainers on board. They're 
booked through a booking 
agency in London and show are 
coordinated by our band direc- 
tor, Tony Christian,'' she said. 
“His combo, Tony Christian 
Sound, accompanies each show 
and plays for dancing," she 
added. 

The nightly shows at 10:15 
included a magic act; a delight- 
fully funny down act; a song 
and dance man from Scotland; 
two talented women vocalists; 
and a group of four energetic 
dancers. Although the level of 
sophistication in staging and 
costumes wasn't quite up to 
some glitzy shows on other 
cruise lines, most of the enter- 
tainment seemed to “work" all 
righL for this pan of the world.

Epirotiki's cruises than on 
some lines. "The longer cruises 
tend to have more formal 
occasions, shorter ones only 
first and last night out," said 
Miss Emmins.

Since Greece has a hot sunny 
climate, be sure to bring a sun 
hat, sunglasses, lotion, and 
cool doming for shore trips.

Some religious sites don't allow 
bare shoulders and shorts for 
women. Since most sites are 
usually high on a hill reached 
over well-worn and slightly 
slipper paths, good walking 
shoes are a must.

A very different India 


Southern India is a surprise and a delight, 
very different from the cities of the north, 
discovers travel writer Robin Neillands. 


FOR the visitor, India can be 
divided into two parts — the 
north for the tourists, the south 
for independent travellers. 

On their first visit to India, 
most people opt for the north 
and take the standard tour 
round the Agra Triangle, to see 
the Taj Mahal, Delhi, and the 
pink dty of Jaipur, perhaps 
with a side-strip to Kashmir. 

That's a good first choice, Lhe 
ideal way to sample a little of 
this fascinating country, and 
the route 1 first took myself. But 
on my second visit I went south, 
to the Carnatic, and found a 
very different India. 

My journey began in the heat 
and humidity of Bombay, 
which I was quite glad to leave. 
I flew on within the day to Ban- 
galore, capita] of the sLate of 
Karnataka — the Carnatic, 
and the perfect base for touring 
the princely rilies ofMysore. 

Bangalore was a garrison 
town in the days of the British 
Raj and is still an army town, a 
place of parks and gardens and 
pleasant . bungalows, 
deliciously cool after that coas- 
tal humidity. From here a 
three-hour drive took me south 
to Mysore, the Sandalwood 
City. 

The Maharaja of Mysore is 
one of India's great princes. 
When the present Maharaja’s 
father decided to build a new 
palace at the tum of the cen- 
tury. he dedded to build two — 
one for himself and one for his 
guests. The second is now a 
hotel, the Lalitba Mahal, an 
excellent place to stay while 
exploring the dty bazaars and 


visiting the Maharaja’s Palace, 
which is guarded by cavalry sol- 
diers but open to visitors. 

Close to Mysore lie several 
temple cities, notably Belur and 
Halebid, where the guides use 
the carvings which cover every 
inch of the buildings to explain 
to visitors the lives of Shiva and 
Vishnu, and Ganesa. and all the 
other gods of the Hindu panth- 
eon. 

We soon i- vame expert in 
picking th .. .’ oul, with Gan- 
esa the elei/- 11 god and the 
watchful Nandi bull being our 
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special favourites. 

The other great sight near 
Mysore is the fortress of Tippu 
Sultan at Seringapatam. Tippu 
Sultan fought and won several 
wars against the East India 
Company until. In 1 797, his for- 
tress was stormed and captured 
by a new general, Arthur 
Wellesley, who later became 
Duke of Wellington. 

The fortress was destroyed 
but Tippu Sultan's summer 
palace nearby was untouched 
and is still painted with 
marvellous murals depicting 
the campaigns of Tippu and his 
father against the English 
invaders. The gardens of the 
summer palace are said to rival 
those of Versailles. 

From Mysore, 1 travelled 
south again, to the tip oflndia.

the city of Maduri. 

Tamil Nadu is a very tropical 
region, more like the Far East 
than India, a place of palm Lrees 
and paddy fields. Maduri is a 
temple city and a place of pil- 
grimage for the Hindus who 
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Devotee at sea-shore, Tamil Nadu 


flock here in their millions. 

The principal temple in the 
city centre is huge — one room 
alone contains a thousand 
pillars, each one intricately 
can ed — and we spent a whole 
afternoon inside the temple 
walls, lost for much of the time. 
Maduri is not a place you can 
rush, so we spent three days 
here, wandering about the 
bazaars and temples before 
moving on again ip Madras, 
and our hotel at Fisherman's 
Cove on the beach, 20 miles 
from the city. 

Delights 

Western tourists don’t seem 
to have discovered Fisherman’s 
Cove yet ... the only other 
visitors were from Russia, vast 
women in red woollen bathing 
:uits who spent a lot of time 
leaping in and out of the sea. 
Fisherman's Cove is just the 
place to relax in after a long 
tour. 

Southern India was a surpr- 
ise and a delight, very’ different 
from the dusty cities of the 
north. The weather was 
glorious, the countryside 
beautiful, the temples fascinat- 
ing and the people friendly. 
With good food and comforta- 
ble hotels still half-empty, a 
visit to Southern India could be 
a very good idea ... but go soon.

Gadam. 

“We hope there is a change of 
heart among certain Opec mem- 
bers and a proposal wall be forth- 
coming before it' meets next in 
June,” he added.

Third World’s wealth loss must 
end, says Norwegian leader 


Turkish black market 
forced into line 


GENEVA: May 4, (Reuter): 
Norwegian Prime Minis ter -Gro 
Harlem Brundtland yesterday 
described as. absurd a trend in 
which the world's poorer coun- 
tries were giving more lo indus- 
trial, nations than they got in 
return. 

She was addressing the Gen- 
eral assembly of the World 
Health Orgamsation (WHO) a 
year after the issue of the so- 
called Brundtland report by the 
World Commission on Environ-, 
ment and Development, of 
which she is chairman. 

The report called for coopera- 
tion among governments, ins- 
.. titutions and individuals in tack- 
ling development needs around 
tiie world in fairness to all people, 
without further damage to the 
environment. 

Changes 

Brundtland said fundamental 
changes were called for in the 
international economy. 

“Growth cannot be based on 
over-exploitation of the resour- 
ces of Third World countries. 
Growth must be managed to 
enhance the resource base “on 
which we ail depend” 

The 1980s had seen the rever- 
sal of earlier more hopeful trends 
in world growth and an acute 


crisis now faced the poorer coun- 
tries. - 

The.. developing nations had 
crushing debt burdens and a 
heavy decline in export earniags 
due to falling commodity prices 
and increased protectionism, she 

said. .Added to these were the 
chronic instability of the inter- 
national currency market and 
abnormally high levels of real 
ihterest rates. 

Reality 

“In this harsh reality, develop- 
ing .countries have little alter- 
native but to tax their natural 
resources, . often beyond the 
limits of recovery, lo get funds 
f or servici n g foreign debts and to 
try to maintain necessary 
imports,” Brundtland said. 

“It is absurd that developing 
countries are transferring more 
to the industrialised countries 
than they receive. These trends 
will have to be reversed, not only 
because the situation is in itself 
unacceptable, but also because it 
is in the self-interest of "the 
develpped countries them- 
selves.” 

It was* urgent that develop- 
ment aid and lending should be 
increased, she said, adding: 
“Industrialised food production 
has -created surpluses for which 


there is no purchasing power on 
the hungry markets in econ- 
omic-ally deprived countries. 

“EcologicaHy and econ- 
omically - sound farming prac- 
tices ne«l to be developed and 
promoted in all areas of the 
world. To this end, effective 
incentive systems are needed to 
promote local fo.od production 
by small farmers” 

Brundtland said last year the . 
world population had passed the 
five billion mark, and by the end 
of the century almost half of 
these people would be living in 
towns and cities. .. 

“A failure to manage the 
urban infrastructure will lead to 
further mushrooming -of set- 
tlements having insufficient 
access to essential facilities such 
as clean water, health care and 
othe public services, with overcr- 
owding and a disease pattern lin- 
ked to poverty and an unhealthy 
environment.” 

She said there must be a 
potiticaTcornmitmeot to change. 
Tbe world community must set 
dearly defined targets and mon- 
itor progress by means of close 
cooperation among WHO. the 
United” Nations Environment 
Programme (Unep) and the- 
entire UN system.

BANKS in India today function 
within the boundaries defined by 
the regulatory system of the 
Reserve Bank of India, the 
government and the Indian 
Banks' Association: While the 
regulatory system itself has 
evolved over a period of time in 
response to changing needs, it is 
far from perfect. This raises 
several questions. How far does 
the present system really impart 
the kind of freedom that is 
required to run banks as profita- 
ble. viable and responsive enter- 
prises?

Takeshita in London 
to expand trade ties 

LONDON^ May 4, (Reuter): Japanese Prime Minister Noboru 
Takeshita arrived in London yesterday for talks expected to focus 
on Tokyo's huge trade surplus with Europe. British government 
sources said. Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher would urge 
Takeshita, who arrived from Rome ou a tour of West European 
capitals, to hasten tbe reduction of import duties on British goods. 
She was expected to press strongly for the reduction of high 
import duties on Scotch whisky, at talks today. 

Shortly afterTakeshita’s arrival, Thatcher told parliament she 
was pleased with an increase in Japanese investment in Britain, 
but added: “There are, of course, one or two matters ou which we 
have strong disagreements.” 

Japanese officials said Takeshita's tour was designed to 
improve relations with European trading partners ahead of next 
month's summit of the Group of Seven, top Western industrial 
nations — Britain, Canada. France, Italy. Japan, the United 
States and West Germany. 

The Trade and Industry Secretary, Lord Young, several 
months ago pressed businessmen to cut Japan's $53 billion 1987 
trade surplus with Britain. He also vowed to triple British exports 
to Japan. 

Britain sees duties on Scotch whisky, amounting to 40 times 
those on Japanese spirits, as a test case of Tokyo's goodwill. 

Takeshita's predecessor Yasuhiro Nakasone told Thatcher in 
1986 that the, duties would be cut as part of a planned tax reform. 
But Japanese businessmen blocked this. 

Democrats move to erase 
Alaska curbs in trade bill 

WASHINGTON, May 4. (AP y. Democrats moved to erase the 
trade, bill’s curbs on Alaska oil exports yesterday even before the 
measure reached President Reagan's desk and a threatened 
presidential veto. 

House Speaker Jim Wright of Texas said the move was 
designed to offer Reagan a compromise and thus, perhaps avert a 
veto of foe 1,000-page bUl which won final approval from foe 
Senate last week. Republicans countered that the real reason w as 
to win over the votes of Alaska’s Gop Senators for a veto override. 

The move to drop the Alaska provision was contained in a 
resolution authorising technical corrections in the bill. The bill 
cleared the Senate last week by a vote of 63-36. That’s three votes 
short of the number needed to override Reagan's threatened veto. 
Tbe House is expected to take up foe resolution this week and 
Senators next week when they return from a recess. 

One of tbe curbs would enable Alaska to ex port 50.000 barrels 
of erode a day to Canada but would require that foe oil be 
transported to a West Coast port first in American vessels. The 
provision is a . favourite of politically influential maritime unions 
and a simi lar feature is contained in the current US-Canada free 
trade agreement. The other provision would limit exports from 
newreliiieriesto70,000barrelsadayandha]foftotal production. • 

At a news conference, Wright portrayed foe move as designed 
to keep foe trade bill from going down the drain through a Reagan 
veto. Tbe President has teen concerned about a provision that 
would require all but fhe smallest employers to give 60-day notice 
of plant closings and large-scale layoffs. Bat more recently he has 
also reportedly found fault with the Alaska provisions. 

Malaysia disappointed at 
outcome of Opec oil talks 

KUALA LUMPUR, May 4, (Reuter): Malaysia's minister in 
charge of petroleum affairs today said he was disappointed by 
O pec’s failure to accept an offer of joint output controls with six 
producers outside foe organisation. 

Kasitah Gadam said be hoped Opec would make what he 
termed a positive proposal before June. “The Vienna meeting was 
an important milestone in Opec/non-Opec cooperation but we 
are disappointed at the outcome, which might have a psy- 
chological effect on world oil prices,” Kasitah told Reuters in a 
telephone interview. “We hope there is a change ofbeait among 
certain Opec members and* proposal will be forthcoming before 
it meeK next in June,” Kasitah added. 

Kasitah, who headed the Malaysian delegation at the Vienna. 
7 talks, said non-Opecstates had felt Opec would react positively to 
its offer of a five pier cent cutback in exports. 

— “We know it is hard but we thought a positive proposal was 
forthcoming. We were prepared to make cutbacks if Opec came 
through,” be said. He raid officials from Egypt, Oman and 
Mexico, who have teen spearheading greater cooperation bet- 
_ ween Opec and non-Opec producers, were in regular touch with 
officials from Norway and the Soviet Union. “1 can’t speculate on 
. the stand Norway and Soviet Union would take but 1 think they 
will be sympathetic if Opec comes up with positive efforts to boost 
prices,” Kasitah said. 

Union, company officials sign 
accord to delay steel mill closing 

BONN, West Germany, May 4, (AP): Union and company 
officials signed an accord yesterday that will delay tbe planned 
doting of a major Ruhr valley steel works and end months of 
labour strife in the troubled industrial region, rhe giant Krupp 
AG Steel Company has teen attempting to close its Rheinhausen 
mill since November, prompting violent protests, sympathy 
strikes by area unions and widespread predictions of bankruptcy 
from local towns and businesses. Now foe company has agreed to 
keep open parts of the Krupp plant until at least the end of 1990, 
and possibly beyond. "This agreement will restore peace and 
.Xetura a measure of confidence to a particularly troubled region. ” 
Johannes Rau, governor of the Ruhr valley state of North-Rhine 
Westphalia, told reporters. The unexpected accord; subject to 
ratification by bpfo union and company boards, was worked out 
by negotiators after a daylong session in Cologne on Sunday, 
officials said. It foresees a gradual reduction of 5,500 jobs at 
Rheinhausen over foe next two years — rather than the plant's 
immediate shutdown — and binds union and management to work 
out a plan to help retrain and find jobs for younger workers. The 
Rheinhausen mill came to symbolise the changes wracking the 
Ruhr valley, known as the blast-furnace of continental Europe, 
home of Krupp, Thyssen and otter 19th century steel empires. 

Xerox introduces new copier 

NEW YORK, May 4, (AP): Xerox Corp. marked the 50fh 
anniversary year of plain-paper copying yesterday with a new line 
of products foatiududes its first personal copier, made for Xerox 
by Japanese rival Sharp Corp. The members of foe 50 series have 
more features and higher price tags than members of Xerox's 
successful 10 series, which helped foe company begin to regain 
market share from Japanese rivals. “Overall, I would say they're 
pretty impressive,” said Eugene Giazer, who follows Xerox for 
Dean Witter Reynolds Inc. financial firm. Xerox had long 
resfstedintroducing a personal copier, saying it conld not justify 
the investment necessary to compete with Japanese companies 
such as Sharp, Canon Inc. and Ricoh Ltd that dominate the low 
end of the market. Even now, Giazer said foe new 5008 personal 
copier 'is not key to the company's strategy.” It required only a 
small investment by Xerox, since it is being manufactured by 
Sharp. The Xerox personal copier is a dose cousin of Sharp’s Z- 
55, except for the exterior eating, a small change In the paper- 
feeding; mechanism and alterations in the cartridges that make it 
impossible for Sharp cartridges to be used in Xerox copiers and 
vice versa. 

The list price of$l ,295 for tbe basic model is about the same as 

foe list price of $1,299 charged by Sharp for its Zr-55. Xerox 

makes foe other new copier itself. The maduues range in size up to 

the 5090 duplicator, which starts at $145,000, makes up to 135 
copies a minute and can bind pages automatically.

Opec, and we’re not always going 
to agree with them,” said Kent 
Hance, who sits on the three- 
member Texas Railroad Com- 
mission. “But when President 
Reagan tried to get nuclear aims 
' stability, he had to deal with the 
Russians, who are our enemies." 

Hance did not participate in 
meetings held by the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 

Countries, but rather visited with 

some individual oil ministers 
during his stay in Vienna, Aus- 
tria. 


*The critical thing is we're liv- 
ing in a world where someone 
else sets the price for our com- 
modity. We have to have input,” 
he said in an interview yesterday. 

Not everyone agreed. The 
citizen labour energy coalition, 
which says it has 12 million mem- 
bers who favour low energy 
prices, wrote US Attorney Gen- 
eral Edwin Meese urging that he 
prosecute Hance.

Noting growing unrest among 
Americans over foreign tak- 
eovers of US business and 
property, Yeutter said he was 
happy that trade bill conferees in 
Congress- dropped the Bryant 
amendment that would have 
required disclosure by foreign 
investors. 

As Americans have been tell- 
ing other countries for years, 
foreign investment helps them 
become competitive, he added. 

“We can’t be hypocritical 
about this,” Yeutter said. “If 
foreign investment is good in 
other countries, then foreign 
investment is good in the United 
States.”

US-Japan trade ties worsen 


WASHINGTON, May 4, 
(Reuter): US-Japanese trade 
relations took a turn for the 
worse after the coiiapse late on 
Tuesday of cabinet-level talks 
about American beef and citrus 
exports to Japan. 

The negotiations, the second 
round this spring, broke down 
after the two sides failed to 
resolve the dispute which stems 
from a US demand that Tokyo 
scrap quotas on American- 
produced beef, veal, oranges and 
orange juice. 

The United States today is 
expected to ask the council of the 
world trade body GATT in Gen- 
eva to form a special panel to rule 
on the Japanese quotas. 

In April, Japan blocked an 
initial US request for the forma- 
tion of a General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade dispute panel. 
It was not clear whether Tokyo 
would take the unusual step of 
vetoing a second request and risk 
a barrage of international criti- 
cism. 

Panels 

It is common for countries to 
block the establishment of panels 
once, and Washington contin- 
ued negotiating with Tokyo after 
Japan cast its veto at the April 
GATT meeting. 

But a move to block the US 
request again today might draw 
criticism from Japan’s other 
trading partners and could make 
it more difficult for Washington 
and Tokyo to resume efforts to 


resolve the farm trade dispute. 

Washington believes the 
GATT would rule against the 
beef and citrus quotas as it did 
last year against similar restric- 
tions on other products. 

At stake for the United States 
is a potentially lucrative overseas 
market and the prospect of trim- 
ming a huge bilateral trade 
deficit with Japan. 

Pressure 

But Japan's ruling party, the 
Liberal Democratic Party, has 
been under intense pressure from 
its politically powerful farm con- 
stituency nol lo bend to the US 
wishes. 

US Trade Representative 
Clayton Yeutter and Japanese 
Agriculture Minister Takashi 
Sato were still far apart when the 
talks collapsed on Tuesday night 
after five days of meetings. 

“Regrettably the final Japan- 
ese -proposal offered only a 
modest increase in access, and it 
would have left in place prov- 
isions that the United Stales con- 
siders to be incompatible with 
the GATT rules," Yeuttersaid in 
a statement. 

Sato declined comment after 
the meetingon T uesday. 

A US official, asked after the 
breakdown in talks to describe 
the -course of negotiations over 
the last week, spread her arms 
wide to mark the beginning point 
and moved them together only 
slightly to mark progress.

Iran carpet 

industry 

reviving 

N ICOSI A, Cyprus, May 4, ( AP): 
Iran exported 12,000 ions of 
hand-woven carpets last year in 
the official market, but many 
also were shipped to foreign 
L-ountries illegally by smugglers, 
officials said yesterday. 

Iran's Exports Promotion 
Centre in Tehran said West Ger- 
many was the biggest market for 
the carpels, having bought 1 .03 
billion marks, ($620 million) 
worth in 1987. 

The cenire. which did not give 
an overall value for the Iranian 
carpet exports, said a “high per- 
centage" of fine quality Persian 
carpets was smuggled to major 
markets in the world. 

It gave no esdmate of the value 
of the contraband but called on 
Iranian security forces to make 
strong efforts to stpp the smug- 
gling. 

The centre, whose report was 
quoted by the official Islamic 
Republic News Agency, said 
Iran’s carpet .industry had 
revived after a slump from 1981- 

3. It gave nocomparative figures. 

In the early years of the Islamic 
revolution, carpet exports were 
banned on the grounds that car- 
pets were a part of the nation’s 
store of wealth, but this led to a 
recession in the industry. .. 

As the war dragged on, and as 
oil prices slumped, the govern- 
ment changed course and again 
allowed carpets to be exported 
but only under strict regulations. 

Despite the upheaval of the 
revolution and the Gulf war. 
Iran’s reputation as a producer 
of fine carpets has not been sig- 
nificantly affected. 


Plan to set up 
joint aluminium 
smelter in Doha 

DOHA. May 4, (Opecna): Gulf 
Arab countries wili jointly set up 
an aluminium smelter here, 
under a $1 billion "investment 
programme. 

According to Ahmeg A1 
Mana. chairman of the national 
committee for the project^. 
Qatar's north gasfield is one fac- 
tor behind the decision to set up 
the smelter here as the facility will 
operate on gas. 

The plant is designed for an 
annual capacity of 180.000 ton- 
nes of aluminium which could be 
doubled at a later stage. 

The feasibility study on the 
smelter was conducted by the 
Gulf Organisation for Industrial 
Consulting.

“Countries b'ke Iran, Algeria, 
Venezuela and Libya consider if 
there are no production cuts by 
Opec and non-Opec producers, 
oil prices may go down to $10 
barrel,'' said the source, who 
spoke to Indonesian reporters on 
condition he was not identified. 

Balance 

New downward pressure on 
prices in 1988 brought an offer 
from some non-Opec oil 
producers to join Opec in curb- 
ing exports. Referring to last 
week's Opec meeting, the source 
said there were basically three 
camps within the organisation, 
with differing views about howto 
respond to the non-Opec offer. - 

“Another group, comprising 
Saudi Arabia. Iraq, Qatar, 
Kuwait and the UAE, think that 
the situation will not be that 
bad," he stated. 

“They think at present there is 
a balance between oil supply and 
demand and predict that there 


will be an increase in demand in 
the third and fourth quarters (of 
1988) due to the winter season, 
and prices will not go down even 
though Opec members have not 
reached agreement in their meet- 
ing (lastweek). ■ 

“The third group, including 
Indonesia and Nigeria, estimate 
the current oil supply in the 
world market at around 64 days 
and it is not too great to affect 
priced 1 .' We believe prices, when 
they do go down, will only 
decline slightly," the source 
added. 

Meanwhile, in Tokyo, Koichi 
■ Kate, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee on farm trade liberation in 
the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Party, said in a television 
interview that the failure of the 
US- Japanese citrus and beef 
talks was inevitable given the 
wide difference between the two 
sides.

Trading volumes climbing back from lows 


Investors return to post-crash stock markets 


LONDON. May 4, (Reuter): 
Investors are at last returning to 
play the world's stock markets, 
after the crash of k 87 led them to 
slash back share trading. 

In major financial centres 
around the world, stock " 
exchange officials and brokers 
told Reuter correspondents that 
trading volumes are climbing 
back from post-crash lows. 

But many are unsure that trad- 
ing activity will keep climbing to 
ma tch last year's peaks - not the 
most encouraging news for brok- 
ers who earn their money from 
the fees which clientspay foreach 
share purchase or sale order 
completed. 

And they say high-paying jobs 
in the world's stock markets still 
do not appear to be as secure as 
they seemed before the crash dur- 
ing which thousands of brokers 
and dealers were fired. 

“Almost all of my clients are 
retail clients and they're shying 
away from the market,” said 
Harry Villec. a stockbroker with 
Sutro and Co. in San Francisco. 

Commitment 

“Anytime they do make a 
commitment to the market it’s 
for extremely high income, ultra- 
conservative investments,” he 
said. 

Turnover on the Tokyo'Stock 
Exchange has more than ..dou- 
bled from this winter's lows — 
but while March's average 
volume of IJ28 billion shares a 
day is only 1 0 per cent below last 
spring peaks, analysts expect 


volumes toeaseoff loaround 900 
million shares a day in the second 
quarter of 1988. 

New York Stock Exchange 
volume is 10 per cent below the 
record levels of 1987. -when it 
averaged 188.9 million shares a 
day. 

But some dealers say trading 
programmes of a small number 
of big financial institutions 
which quickly sell and repur- 
chase stock to gain tax advan- 
tages inflate the 1988 level. They 
say thaL if these deals are factored 
out, volume is down 15 per cent. 

Doubled 

London volume has doubled 
from post-crash lows of 200 
million shares a day, but is 20 per 
cent below last summer’s 
averages and one-third below 
last October's peaks. 

Trading remains depressed in 
West Germany, where volume is 
half the October, 1987, level. In 
Paris, turnover is up 40 to 50 per 
cent from post-crash lows but is 
still 40 per cent below its 1987 
bull market peaks. Zurich is 
about eigh per cent below last 
year's levels. 

“The market is recovering its 
nerve,” said John Fordyce, a 
dealer with Paris broker Feni 
International. 

“Itlreally is astounding that we 
qre only, that much lower than 
last year^ ^uPT^icoIa^' Baer, 
president of the Zurich Stock 
Exchange. 

But he said he does not expect 
volume will keep rising to match 


last summer's hectic trading. 

In Tokyo, analysts say inves- 
tors are heartened by Japan's 
strong economic growth. The 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
expects the Japanese economy to 
grow by 3.25 per cent in the first 
half of 1988, well above the 
average 2.25 per cent for the 24 
leading industrial nations. 

“Volumes are nearly fully

The Tokyo market should also 
get a boost from thef-abolition of 
“Maruyu' — Japan's traditional 
tax-free treatment of small sav- 
ings deposits, which some 
analysts estimate had totalled 
300 trillion yen (S2.4 trillion). 

“Even if a minuscule percen- 
tage of Maruyu money comes in, 
it can have substantial effect,” 
said senior broker Yozo Asai of 
Yamaichi Securities Co. Ltd. 

British investors are also still 
interested in shares, says Sir 
Nicholas Goodison, chairman of 
the London Stock Exchange. .

Malaysia suggests cocoa-tin trade off with Brazil 


JAKARTA, May- 4, (Reuter): 
Malaysia has suggested a possi- 
ble trade off with Brazil to help 
strengthen sagging world cocoa 
prices, a delegation from the 
International Cocoa ^Organisa- 
tion (Icco) said yesterday 

Hie suggestion involves the 
possibility of Kuala Lumpur 
joining the 3 8 -member Icco in 
return for Brazil becoming a 
member of the Association of 
Tin Producing Countries 
lATPC), the delegation told a 
Jakarta news conference. 

Talks 

“The Malaysians realise that 
there’s no direct link, but they see 
a possible trade off with Brazil/’ 
said Edouard Kouame of the 
Ivory Coast, executive director 
of the Icco. 

The delegation is visiting 
Malaysia and Indonesia to try to 
persuade the two South-East 
Asian producers to join the Icco 


and take part in action to help 
prop up cocoa prices which have 
plummeted because of surpluses. 

Icco council chairman Albert 
Russchen said the possible tin- 
cocoa trade off was rcds#d in 
talks last week with Malaysian 
Primary Industries Minister Lim 
KengYaik. • " - 

Output 

Russchen said there was noth- 
ing (he Icco could do officially to 
secure a trade off, but some meri- 
bers had raised the issue infor- 
mally with Brazil. 

The ATPC, which comprises 
- Malaysia, Indonesia, Thailand, 
Australia. Bolivia, Nigeria and 
Zaire, has been pressing Brazil 
and China to join the associa- 
tion, which has helped raise 
.prices by restricting supplies 
after a col lapse in 1985. 

Brazil, the third largest tin 
producer after Malaysia and 
Indonesia, says it is cooperating 


by limiting outut, but has 
decl Lned to join the ATPC. 

Malaysia has become the 
world's third largest cocoa 
producer after Ivory Coast and 
Brazil, while Indonesia's output 
is relative low but rising rapidly. 

The delegation, which 
'includes Peiei* Baron of West 
Germany who is spokesman for 
cocoa consuming countries, and 
Mamah Mohammed of Ghana 
who represents the producing 
countries, said both Indonesia 
and Malaysia had agreed to 
review their position in relation 
to the Icco. 

Importance 

Baron raid there was a need for 
a quick response. “The (cocoa) 
market is in Such a bad condition 
that we just can't afford to wait 
anymore," he stated. 

The delegation met Indon- 
esian Agriculture Minister War- 
doyo on Tuesday and Russchen 


said it emphasised the impor- 
tance of “maximum producer 
participation within, the fram- 
ework of the Icco.” 

There was no official 
statement from the Indonesian 
exports. 

Indonesia has. been reluctant 
to join Lhe Icco, believing it 
would effectively restrict Indon- 
esian exports. 

Cocoa producers meeting in 
Lome last week agreed to try to 
reduce surpluses -that have 
pushed prices down, but were" 
concerned about the. absence of 
Malaysia. 

Malaysian traders have 
estimated the country's output in 
the current year at 200,000 ton- 
nes, against just 2 i ,000 tonnes a 
decade earlier. Indonesian out- 
put is also rising rapidly, it is 
expected by traders to reach • 
56/HX) tonnes this year, com- 
pared vyith 1 0,200 tonnes in 1 980. 


Banks must be free to innovate, says banker

Herald, “Before we look at the 
various possible areas of innova- 
tion. it is necessp-y to analyse the 
way the banking industry has 
evolved from a historical pers- 
pective The industry has witnes- 
sed u sea-change in the last cou- 
ple of decades. This has come 
abouL no.l only’ in terms c*f the 
direction of its growth, but also 
in the quality and nature of its 
functioning. The transition from 
a small private sector industry to 
a monolithic public sector one, 
has certainly added to the busi- 
ness quantitatively. The transi- 
tion has also given birth to newer 
regulatory forces that have 
attempted^ amend the. freedom 
of enterprise.” 

Transition 

. The positive side of this transi- 
tion is that the developments 
oyer two decades. -have thrown 
open innumerable opportunities 
and new vistas for banking. The 
trends that- have emerged from 
this redirection of priorities are: 

• Enormous branch expan- 
sion with a greater thrust into 
rural and hitherto untapped 
areas. This has extended the 
reach of the banking industry 
into far-flung and interior areas. 

• A basic change in the pat- 
tern of the clientele. From a 
predominantly urban clientele, 
the customer base has shifted to 


include masses of illiterate- and 
rural folk. 

• A qualitative change from 
traditional lending to trade and 
commerce to other more sophis- 
ticated sectors (such as exports) 
as well as large-scale rural lend- 
ing. 

Transactions 

In Lhe past, banking transac- 
tions were mostly confined to the 
acceptance of deposits and lend- 
ing to sectors such as trade, com- 
merce and industry. The change 
that nationalisation has brought 
about has made the banking 
industry an active partner in 
economic development. 

Banking has become a part of 
everyday life. Until recently, the 
financing of agriculture was con- 
sidered unconventional. But 
today, credit to the agriculture 
scctoraccounts for a major share 
of lhe banking industry's com- 
mitments. What was unconven- 
tional has become routine. What- 
is more remarkable in this con- 
text is the ability and speed with 
which banks in this country have 
not only adjusted to the changed 
requirements of the economy, 
but how they have also reorien- 
ted their functioning to meet the 
changing demands and priorities 
of the nation. 

Unfortunately, this change in 
the' working, of nationalised 
banks has given rise to some dis- 
turbing features, which have 


. emerged over a period of time. 

In this context, special men- 
tion must be made al the very 
outset of the drive towards 
uniformity and the emergence of 
an over-regulatory system which 
have been curbing free enterprise 
within the banking industry. 

No doubt, since banks came 
under common ownership after 
nationalisation, there was also a 
need for standardisation atsome 
level. Standardisation, insofar as 
it gives structure tq an organisa- 
tion, is indeed a welcome feature. 

But if the idea of uniformity is 
pushed too far in Lhe name of 
standardisation, then individual 
banks are likely to be convened 
■ into mere bureaucratic depart- 
ments that are deprived-of the 
initiative to innovate. 

Ownership 

Common ownership should 
not be interpreted to mean com- 
plete uniformity in the function- 
ing of banks. That is why attem- 
pts at standardising the norms 
for the working of banks should 
be re-examined in the light of' 
their need to maintain their 
separate identities and work 
ethos as well as the need to 
encourage and” promote dyn- 
amism and enterprise. 

It would be better for the ban- 
king industry as-a whole if the 
overall parameters are defined 
and banks are left relatively free 
to work within these parameters. 


An over-SLandardised. 
extremely uniform system can- 
not distinguish between 
efficiency- managed organisa- 
tions ana others. 

Implemented strictly, standar- 
disation will strike at the very 
foundation of competitive 
efficiency. If regulations and 
standardisation do not give 
enough scope for constructive 
deviation, the banking system is 

bound to degenerate. 

Once the overall priorities of 
the ban Ki ng industry are defi ned, 
the day-to-day operations, 
policy-making and manpower 
planning should be the respon- 
sibility of the individual banks 
concerned. 

Experimentation 

Such an arrangement will not 
only enable each bank to evolve 
its own style of functioning, but 
will also provide the Innovative 
ones with a competitive edge. 
Healthy competition will usher 
in a new process of innovation 
.and competition,' ultimately 
resulting in the setting up of 
higher standards of perfor- 
mance. _ 

The overall efficiency of -the 
industry will then improve- 
dramatically. 

Experimentation can be of two 
types: macro level and micro 
level. Experiments conducted at 
the macro level need more 
resources, have to cover wider 


areas and are also more time con- 
suming. 

Again, if these experiments 
have to be made generally accep- 
table, an organisation has to 
invest a large amount of time,- 
energy and resources in them. 

Moreover, any 'failure of a 
macro -level experiment will 
directly affect the earnings of an 
organisation. Instead, if 
experiments are confined to the 
micro level, the resources 
required are not only limited but 
even "the risk of failure will be 
restricted to a smaller area. 

This gives an organisation the 
freedom to enlarge the 
experiment to other level? if it is 
considered successful and need- 
oriented. 

The present system of bank 
regulation tilts more towards 
control than freedom. It needs to 
change and the relationship bet- 
ween banks and their superv- 
isory authorities should be 
marked by trust. .' ^ 

Overall, it is desirable that 
flexibility should be the order of 
the day and banks should be free 
to frame policies and introduce 
systec 1 for better development 
and management. At the same 
time, the supervisory system has 
to be given a different shape-with 
the monitoring being more dis- 
creet. In such a sy stem banks will 
flower creatively into a progress- 
oriented industry.

Rose to fight suspension 


CINCINNATI, May 4, (AP): 
Pete Rose will be allowed to man- 
age, the Cincinnati Reds while he 
fights his 30-day suspension — 
the harshest for a manager in 41 
years. — for shoving an umpire. 

Rose said he was shocked to 
receive the month-long suspen- 
sion Monday from National 
League president Bart Giamatu 
for shoving umpire Dave 
Pallone. The t wo shoves d uring a 
loss Saturday night to the New 
York Mets touched off an ugly 
scene at Riverfront stadium, 
with fans hurling objects at 
Pallone. 

Giamatti called the incident 
"one of die worst in baseball’s 
recent memory.” 

The suspension touched off a 
flurry of irate phone calls to local 
talk shows Monday, left Reds 
players stunned by the severity, 
and brought calls for an equally 
severe sanction against Pallone. 

“It’s kind of a harsh fine. 30 
days.” pitcher John Franco said. 


"I don’t think it’s fair to the 
players, to Pete or to Cincinnati. 
If anybody should be suspended 
for 30 days, it should be Pallone. 

"Thirty days is too much. 
There are people who commit 
crimes and don’t spend 30 days in 
jail.” 

Rose,-too, thought the penalty 
too severe. He didn't show up at 
the ballpark Monday because he 
had arthroscopic knee surgery in 
the afternoon, but said in a 
statement released by the dub 
that he’ll challenge the penalty. 
Coach Tommy Helms managed 
the team in a 3-2 victory over 
Montreal. 

“No player or manager has 
greater respect for the umpires 
than I do, and I have demon- 
strated that over the years,” Rose 
said. “But I am shocked at the 
length of the suspension I 
received. While 1 expected to be 
- suspended, I feel that this 
unprecedented 30 days is exces- 
sive.”

Perez stuns McEnroe in 1st round

NEW YORK, May 4, (Reuter): 
A well-behaved but error-prone 
John McEnroe was bounced out 
of the Tournament of Cham- 
pions in the first round yesterday 
by Diego Perez of Uruguay. 

Perez took advantage of 52 
unforced errors and five double 
faults by the McEnroe, seeded 
fourth, to stall his comeback with 
a 7-6 2-6 6-3 victory in two hours 
and 36 minutes. 

McEnroe, 29, who has won 
this event twice — in 1983and‘84 

— and who grew up near the 
Forest Hills venue, never found 
his groove and faded to play his 
usual attacking game. 

Nervous 

“I just played good enough to 
win, but he played pretty bad," 
said Perez, admitting he was 
nervous during the match. 

This 5677,500 tournament is 
now left with just one major star 

— top seed Stefan Ed berg of 
Sweden, who beat John Ross of 
the United States 6-7 (5-7), 7-6 
(7-5), 6-2. 

Seventeen-year-old Ven- 
ezuelan qualifier Nicolas 
Pereira, playi ng in his first G rand 
Prix tournament, upset 1 2th seed 
Paul Annacone 7-5 7-6.

COLOMBO, May 4, (Reuter): 
Sri 1 -anlca, stung by the poor 
performances of their cricket 
team, are making intensive 
efforts to strengthen the ride for 
their forthcoming visit to 
England. 

But the selectors have kept 
faith with Ranjan Madugalle, 
re tainin g him as captain for the 
eight- week tour, a cricket board 
official said today. 

Secretary Nuski Mohammed, 
said the team's 'itinerary in 
England, to be finalised in the 
next few days, was expected to 
indude one Test match, one one- 


day international and matches 
against nine counties. 

Madugalle, 28, an elegant 
right-hand bat, was first appoin- 
ted captain last November, for 
the side's six-week tour of Aus- 
tralia in December and January.

Stage set for powerboat race

KUWAIT’S first ofTshore 
powerboat race was held in 

October last year. The idea was a 

little slow to take off, but around 
20 drivers pitted their boats 
against difficult sea conditions, 
and one another. 

Some of those who had 
entered the race decided not to 
venture out when they saw the 
size of the waves, and at the end 
of the race, the prizes outnum- 
bered the finishers. However, the 
drivers and their friends were 
already talking about the next 
race, and about making the 
events twice yearly in future. 

The 2nd Bi-annual Kuwait 
Offshore Powerboat race, spon- 
sored by the Arab Tunes & A1 
Seyassah newspapers, will take 
place at the Messilah Beach 
Hotel at I pm on J une 3 . This year 
the interest shown in the event 
has increased considerably, and 
the race has attracted tempting 
prizes, including a Honda CRX 
car, and an I8fl Rodan boat and 
trailer. A number of Dubai-

based boat racers are also con- 
sidering travelling to Kuwait to 
compete in the event, and there 
will certainly be slifT competition 
for first place. 

Offshore powerboat racin g is a 
very new sport to the Gulf, ahd 
has taken place in an organised 
form only since 1986 when the 
first Dubai powerboat race was 
held. The Kuwait event is the 


second of its kind in the Gulf, and 
it is hoped that a national 
association can be formed — and 
ultimately an international con- 
federation — so that a cham- 
pionship series of races can be 
created. 

Boat enthusiasts should enjoy 
the 61.1 nautical miles race, and 
those who don’t race will have 
Lhe opportunity to see some 
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‘super tournament’ among four ■ 
of the island’s leading dubs and 
two other teams to be played on a 
League basis starting next week. 

Nuski said the tournament 
would fill a vacuum created by 
the reluctance of foreign teams to 
visit Sri Lanka because of the 
island's bloody ethnic conflict. 

New Zealand abruptly cut 
short their tour of Sri Lanka in 
April last year after a bomb 
exploded a kilometre from their 
hotel killing 1 13 people.

Australia called off plans to 
tour the Island last September 
and again earlier this year. 

“There is a big reluctance 
among foreign teams to come to 
Sri Lanka because of the security 
situation,” Nuski said. “Big 
names are involved ... for them 
security is very important when- 
ever they visit a country."
